The reports giren at tlio 
CCCT' national convention by 
the Individual clubs nccnicd to 
Stress tho sanio tlicnie: le. 
student nctlvitj- nnd interest In 
politics on tho indivldaul cninpi 
across tho country reflect' the 
genernl political npatliy evident 
in last snuimcr's Federal elect- 
Ion. 

A number of resolutions were 
also passed by the delegates to 
the National Convention. Amonst 
them were recommendations to 
to the NFCUS executive to take 
definite stops toward establishing 
associate mer'bership with the 
' International L^nion of Students 
(lUS); stBtcmenta of student CCF 
views on Foreign Policy, and a 
telegram of sutiport und encour- 
agement to tho filrlking workers 
at Noranda. Ono of tlio most 
forceful resolutions passed dealt 
with education across tho country. 
The delegates strongly recom- 
mended tho Federal government 
to take posltlvo steps towards Im- 
plementing Bomo of tlio Masaey 
Commission rpcommendatlons. 
There was complete agreement 
amongst tho delegates Ihnt both 
student enrollment and ncudemic 
requirements were suffering 
across the country as a result, of 
the high cost of c<Iucation to stud- 
ents who were unable to afford 
university tees.

Parliament 
Tuesday 



,Tho first Model Parliament of 
1054 wilt take plaeo in the Union 
Ballroom at 8 p.m., January 19. 
The Progreiaive Conservative gov- 
ernment, which will be in power, 
will present a new Innovation, 
the presentation of a speech from 
tho Throne taking the place of tho 
usual form of a bill. This marks 
the first time that a Throne 
speech' will be given at- a McGill 
Model Parliament. 

Featured in the session will bo 
two distinguished guests. The 
Speaker of tho House will bo Mr. 
Justice Faul-Emlle Cdté who was 
appointed to the Superior Court 
of tho province of Quebec last 
month. Mr. Justice CAté was elect- 
ed Liberal member of Parliament 
for Vordun-LaSalle in 1940 and 
since 1947 hag held tho position 
of Parliamentary Assistant to the 
Minister of Labour. 

The second personage of note 
Is the eminent P.C. member for 
Kamloops B.C., E. Davlo Fulton, 
who will be guest speaker. Mr. 
Fulton, a Rhodes scholar, lias 
been a dynamic figure l» the 
House of Commons. 

Speakers for the government of 
the Model Parliament will be tho 
"Prime Minister", P.C. club pres- 
ident Patrick Keenan. a member 
of his cabinet. Roy Heenan. and 



an honorary member of the Pro- 
gressive Consorvatlvo club, Phi- 
lippe Géllnas. Mr. Géllnas is well 
known ns a Conservative barrister 
being a recent graduate of the 
University of Montreal. 

Tho proposed Throne Speech 
states that the government intends 
In this session. In regard to 
Spain, to establish diplomatic re- 
lations, to propose its admission 
to tho United Nations and to 
study tho possibility of admitting 
it to NATO. In regard to Korea 
tho government proposes to form 
a commission to investigate the 
Korean problem, to examine the 
original aims of the UN and to 
attempt to prove that the signing 
of the truce was contrary to these 
alms. The findings of the com- 
mission would subsequently be 
presented to the General Assem- 
bly of the UN. 

In regard to tho United States 
the government Intends to adopt 
a firm policy toward pressure in 
its government as evidenced in 
the Gouzenko case and pressure 
groups in Its industry as evidenc- 
ed In tho rulnizntlon of the Can- 
adian Textile industry. 

The Throne Spcpcli assorts that 
Iho government "believes that 
such measures would allow Can- 
ada to take its long overdue posi- 
tion in international affairs 
amongst the nations of the 
world.**

From now on, the Gazette will 
bo eligible to compete • in the 
Jacques Bureau Trophy contest, 
since the Conference voted to limit 
the Southam Trophy to papers 
publishing twice a week or more 
often. Previously the classifica- 
tion was based on circulation. 

V Other. decisions made by the 
Conference at three day meeting 
In Toronto, were: To send a brief 
to Premier Duplessls protesting 
against his stand on Federal Aid; 
to urge member pkpers to write 
editorials against racial discrim- 
ination in campus groups, encour- 
aging Greek letter societies to 
campaign for the abllltlon of dis- 
crimination In their International 
meetings; to Investigate entrance 
standards In Universities across 
Canada. 

Tlie resolution urging Premier 
Duplessls to reconsider his action, 
was, perhaps, the most hotly de- 
bated of all, Laval and the Univ- 
ersity of Montreal voted against 
the motion, feeling that it was 
outside tho Jurisdiction of tlie 
CUP. They emphasized, however, 
that they were not in favour of 
the Provindol Government's act- 
ion. The brief Is being prepared 
by the Quartier Latin (U of M) 
tho executive paper for this year.

Any McGlll student listening to 
station CFCF yesterday at 12:43 
would have been r.very^. surprised 
to hear tho arinottnccment of the 
university's first brondcost for the 
19S4 year. Tho listener would 
have been even moro astounded 
at the events which followed. 

The programme began with n 
clear Introduction, but it was not 
long before thero were two voices 
speaking in place of the custom- 
ary one. The campus news came 
through, but in tho background 
there was more campus news so 
that U was almost impossible to 
distinguish the words of ono an- 
nouncer form those of the other. 
After several minutes the pro- 
gramme was taken off tho air 
nnd replaced by recorded music. 

Although to some the situation 
was quite humorous, to the stud- 
ents involved in the preparation, 
it was no laughing matter. For 
three months the Radio Workshop 
group has teen meeting on Fri- 
day nights in order to record 
sample broadcasts. At first the re- 
sults were very^poor, but with 
practice, the Tallbre'of the work 
rose.

As usual, the programme was 
taped on Friday to be broadcasted 
on Sunday, but unknown to the 
engineers, the erasing was not 
good, nnd what was meant to be 
removed, remained on tape.

One of the two Rhodes Scho- 
larships offered in Quebec was 
won this year by a McGlll stu- 
dent, Brian Goodwin. 

Goodwin is a second year M. 
So. student in biology who has 
been active In campus activities. 
He is chairman of the NFCUS 
committee at McGlll, Is a mem- 
ber of the cabinet of the Student 
Christian Movement nnd of tho 
scientific fraternity Sigma Zl. He 
alto represented the school (or 
two years on the senior football 
and track teams. 

Last year both Quebec Rhodes 
Scholarships were won by McGill 
students. Tho recipients were Ro- 
bert N. Morrison, a fifth year 
Kngtneer and R. Slorrs McCnll, 
a post graduate Philosophy stu- 
dent. It was the first time In over 
ten years that both Scholarships 
were awarded at McGlll. 

A Rhodes Scholarship provides 
£500 a year for two years study 
nt Oxford University in England. 
A third year may be added when 
the student can make approved 
use of it. Two scholarships are 
awarded each year in Quebec, 
two in Ontario and one in each 
of tho other provinces. , 

The scholarships are awarded 
on the basis of academic stand- 
ing, character and personnlity. 
Participation In athletics la also 
considered. Candidates for the 
award must be Canadian cilUens 
or British subjects, must reside 
in Canada and must beunmar- 
ried.

A. W. .T. lîucldand, 
Editor-in-Chief of the Toronto 'I'plcgram. 
who acted as chief judge. 2^1 r. Auckland 
felt that the McGill student organ certain-' 
ly lived up to ils name as 'the Oldest Col- 
lege Daily in the British Commonwealth'. 
While, well-written and technically adequa- 
te, he found it ".solid, stolid and .-^lodg.v". 
''All.in.all,'' said the chief judge, "a paper 
more fit for the classroom than for the 
campus."Jic missed in it the humoin- and 
abandoiCrof. most college pai)ers, the eye- 
catching "prescntatioii which most modern 
lewspapers have adopted. 

In 'fact, The Daily reminded Mr. Uuck- 
•lul of most Montreal newspapers to which 
he cHtici.sm also applied. Privately, he told 
'lie Daily editors that their iiublication 
as a "class newspaper" corresponding, in 



its own field, to the Kew York Times, T^Ian- 
Chester Guardian and Jlontrca! Gazette. 

Two Schools of Journalism 

As might be expected, we were greallv 
confused by all Ihi.s. • Though it wasn't 
meant as such, wo do consider it a com- 
pliment to ho placed in such illustrious com- 
pany. There are, at present, two main 
schools of journalism, and wc arc not un- 
duly grieved to be bracketted with the one 
which the aforementioned journals repre- 
sent. Although it may be more modern, and 
better suited to the demands of the general 
reading public, the second school (type- 
fied by the New York Daily News and Daily 
Mirror, Flash, Allo-Police, and perhaps 
some Toronto dailies), should hold little 
attraction for university readers. 

This school, with its emphasis on .sens- 
ation, big black headlines, and local "col- 
our" stories, is of course the more success- 
ful in terms of circulation and popularity, 
lie who enters tlie newspaper field with a 
view to realizing profits does well to se- 
riously consider following liiis trend. How- 
ever, a college publication docs not fit into 
this category. Neither, do we fell, should 
it be judged as if it did. 

"Some Juice in the Old Rag" 

Nevertheless, we arc cognissant of the 
fact that much of the criticism is justified 
and should be accepted as constructive. 
Hero, as in most things, a compromise be- 
Iwecn the extremes is probably the optim- 
al i)atli. In our remaining issues we will 
attempt, inasmuch as wc are able, to "|)ut 
some juice into the old rag" as has been 
suggested. We will attempt to brighten up 
the pages, add zest to stories and make 
more extensive use of photographs. Never- 
theless, wc do not intend to bow to sensa- 
tion, and to exchange our idenlification 
cards. With this we bclic.a .McGill students 
will be in accord. F.L.

The Kamllton sqtiad was re- 
quired to provo their worth two 
seasons ago, prior to gaining en- 
try to tho Intercollegiate League. 
TlUs tliry did and wero ndniltted 
to tho loop, app.irently as a full 
member, supposedly a permanent 
member like the other four 
schools comprising the circuit. 

Mc^Iaster's entry however, ne- 
cessitated a rerislon of the sche- 
dule,' wlilch prcrlousljr hod con- 
sisted ot homo and homo aeries 
between tlio teams. In order not 
to lengtiien tlie schedule, a re- 
volving system ^vas set up wlicro 
by ono team would play a homo 
and homo series with two of the 
other.- squads and slnglo games 
witit tho remaining members. The 
following year would bring a re- 
versal of tho schedule. 

This system, although accepted 
on MrfMaster'B entry, apparently 

did not meet with tho full oppro- 
vnl ot tliroo ot tho teams In the 
league, who took tlvs opportunity 
nt tho meeting ot tho executive 
11)1.1 year to voice their disappro- 
val, which was ono ot the factor.i 
resulting in tho expulsion ot the 
llnnilUon squad, 

McGllI, however, has been on 
the McMaster side ever since they 
applied for entry to the loop, and 
did not vote in favor of expelling 
llio Marauders. Obviously then, 
tho teams In favor of reducing 
tlvo loop to four teams once again 
wcro Toronto, Queen's and AVcsl- 
crn, who possibly feared that Mc- 
Master's remaining. In the league 
posed a Ecfiotis' threat to their 
source ot players. 

^Sucli a reason was of course 
not presented by thcso scliools 
wlio cialnioil that financial rea- 
sons brought on this decision. 
Addc<l tr.arclling cx-pcnscs posed 
a serious finnnrinl problcni (o the 
tennis. Possibly, surli a lowly 
team n.<t llio Marauder.s of this 
past season were not much of an 
"attraction at the gate," posing 
another financial problem. No 
matter what the specific rensDii, 
tlio .Mnrnuders aro "out" nnd 
there is no way they can appeal 
this decision. 

If finances played such a big 
part In this decision, why then 
didn't McGill vbto against the 
Marauder."! n.-. well? Tlio three 
Ontario schools all receive grants 
from tho Federal Government and 
certainly are In a better financial 
position than McGill, who is pntc 
t leal ly .drowned in red ink.
